The check register 9^5ie V/oodstock Company sho:vs in April' 1933 
a rental pa^Ticnt to Judd Inju^ and on Kay 20, 1938 a rental check to Tyler 
and Rutherford Company. There is no posting in the check record for July 
and Aufyast for rent and no address is shovm for the space occupied fnr 
ikzAxj:ar:zxozz}ixi^^ for the checks paid to Tyler and Rutherford* On Septcra- 
ber 13, 1938, the record reflects a payment for rent to P^ndall H. Hagner 
and Company- for space at 1000 Connecticut Avenue. Vr* VcS'hMll explained 
that the main office of the !7oodstock Type-.vriter Conpany moved from CMcago' 
to T.'oodstock, Illinois in April 1930 and that very probably is the reason 
that the records are not complete. 

Kr. ]'av'/:AIIF advised that there v/as no other source to which the 
Cliicaeo office could go to secure the desired information, but he -trould 
be able to secure the nazioc of several other employees from the records 
of the V/oodstock lypcwriter Company.

At 11:40 a#fru today I received a telephone call from l'r# JA^'ES 
.KTlXLER^who described hittself as Editor of the aforementioned newspaper. He 
stated that WADLEIGH had written a very gripping, interesting and lengthy 
story of his life for the Post, which would start running the story with its r 
edition of July 11. He stated that he and ITADLBICH desired to submit the story ; 
to thci Bureau for the purpose of clearing with us to nake sure the story con- 
tains nothing which would jeopardize present or Aiture investigations of the >,. • 
Bureau. He advised further that he felt sure the story was "all right" In this 
respect, sinrc there is nothing regarding espionage in the story which has not 
already been brought cut by WADLEIGH in the trial, 

I told T/r. ViT>XLER that we appreciated very much his offer, but tliat 
it was the Rireau's long-standing policy not to give any clearance to a etory 
of this type. He advised tljat he realized the Bureau •s position and was not ;.'- 
offering the.^tory for "clearance," but was offering it in a spirit of coopera-^' 
tion to insure Uiat the Bureau would have no objection to any part of the r ' ' 
story froiT) a security standpoint. I again thanked him for his offer to permit ' ' 
us to read the story, and told him I felt quite sure that we would not accept 
the story for reading because thiat would be tantamount to giving it clearance. .

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reporesentatives of the press into his chambers in order to give them a neurs 
story condemning the Federal Bxireau of Investigation, I 

? The "Boston Globe" for llarch 25, 19A5 contained a news item 

reflecting that Judge WYZAICKI had been elected to the governing body of the 
International Labor Office as a member of its E^cpert Committee on the appli- 
cation of International labor conventions or treaties • He was the first ' 
Ainerican so chosen, and his committee was empowered to examine labor legis-* 
lation in fifty-two countries throughout the world • 

During November of 1946, it was reported that HARLOT SHAPLET^-^ 
iwas in contact with V^YZANSn. ^^VYZANSKI allegedly counseled SHAPLEY not to 
bring records with him when he answered a 6ubp>oena issued by the House Committee 
On Un-American Activities, requesting the appearance of SUAPLEI with records • 
7/YZANSKI also reportedly stated that SHAPLEY should compose a staterent which 
he would read to the Congressionil Comaittoe. He also allegedly suggested that 
' if SHAPLEY were not parmitted counsel during the Committee's hearing, he should 
not respond to any question until permission was granted to him to leave the 
committee room in oirder to consult with counsel* It was reported that TfYZANSKI 
believed that each tine SHAPLEY left the room in this manner, SHAPLEY should 
spervi at least twenty minutes with counsel in the Congressional corridor. In 
this fashion, the Committee could not possibly ask SHAPLEY more than a few 
questions each hour and thus would soon tire of the interrogation* 

The January 30, 1946 issue of "Packet", official organ of the 
Uissachus^tts Citizens Political Action Committee, reflects that Urs» CHARLES £• 
V/YZANSKlVas a sponsor of the Massachusetts Citizens Political Action Committee 
(MCPAC). This organization has reportedly been subject to Communist infiltration 
among its leadership. It subsequently merged with the Progressive Citizens of 
America and -became the Tassachusetts chapter of that organization* It has been 
reported that this organization has been infiltrated by Communist groups. It 
was also reliably reported that Krs. v,yZAN3KI, during May, 1947, accepted an 
invitation to speak before the Cambridge League of Women Voters, on Palestine 
Problems and thi United Nations. Among ths contacts \of Mrs. ViTZANGKI in the 
Cambridge league of iiomn Voters was Krs. ALICE AW)URy'who has been reliably 
reported to be a member of the Communist Party in theiState of l&ssachusetts*

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On July 13, 1949, the writer discussed in some -detai:^ necessary 
that would hare to be taken in connection with the retrial of the 
HISS case. 



It will be recalled that two summary reports in this case were 
%rritten by SA JOSEPH M. KELLY, one dated March 30, 1949, and the other dated*;'; 
May 9, 1949. Subsequent to the preparation of ' the latter sximmary report, . • 
Messrs. MURPHY and DOHBGAH were daily advised of developments in this case ,/ 
as they caice to the attention of the Hew York Office by report, teletype and 
letter. Considerable last minute investigation was conducted in this case, 
particularly in the vicinity of Chestertown, Maryland, Baltimore and Washington, 

In order that ^ investigation conducted subsequent to May 9, 1949, 
may be given to Mr. MURPHY in summary form, it is suggested that a thorough .^ 
review of the file be made from the date of the last summary report to 
determine whether all investigative leads have been run out and reports 
received. When this has been accomplished, it might be advisable to conduct /^i 
further investigation on the basis of information we already have. After ? 
this has been accomplished, it is suggested that a third summary report be 
prepared and made available to Mr. MURPHY for hie perusual and/or any 
suggestions he might offer in connection with the preparation of the retrial 
of this case, which probably will take place sometime in October or Hovenber 
of this year.
